The firms who are getting the products 
manufactured on loan license basis shall also submit Non Conviction certificate 
issued by the concerned Drug Control Administration and the Firms who 
manufacture products for them in such tie up . This Non - conviction certificate 
should be of latest one issued on or after at the time of submission of Tender 

and should cover 2016-17 , 2017-18 , 2018-19 , 2019-20 and 2020-21 . 
12.2 In addition to that a Notarized affidavit on Rs . 100 / - Non Judicial Stamp paper 

from the firm's Proprietor / Managing Partner / Managing Director / Authorized 
Signatory of the firm as per Companies act declaring that the firm is not 
convicted during the period from to till the date of Tender submission shall be 

submitted by the bidding firm . 
12.3 In the same affidavit the firm has to declare that their firm was not blacklisted by 

any of the procuring agencies in terms of quality issues and submission of 
fabricated / forged documents / Default Supplies . If the declaration is proved as 
false , the firm shall pay Rs.1,00,000 / - ( Rupees One Lakh ) as penalty to Director 
of Animal Husbandry AP . , Vijayawada in addition to legal action for cheating / 
misleading the Department . If stood L1 and during the Rate Contract Period , 
the firm or any product of the firm is blacklisted by any of the other Procurement 
agencies , the same shall be intimated to Director of Animal Husbandry AP . , 
Vijayawada immediately failing which the penal actions mentioned in this 

paragraph shall be binding 
12.4 In the same affidavit the firm has to declared that " we have approved qualified 

staff , machines & equipments along with capacity to manufacture above

( The Notarized affidavit shall be uploaded on E Procurement in online ) . 
13.0 Free sale Certificate and Performance Certificate In Original 

a ) Tenderer should furnish Drug wise free sale certificate in original issued 

by the Drug Control Authority . Annexure - XI 
b ) Tenderer should also submit Drug wise performance certificate for the last 

5 Years 2016-17 , 2017-18 , 2018-19 , 2019-20 and 2020-21 issued by the 

Drug Control Authority concerned . Annexure – XII . 
14.0 WHO / GMP ( WHO - Good manufacturing practices Certificate ) . 
14.1 The firm has to submit a valid Current Good Manufacturing Practices Certificate 

from the concerned State Drug Control Authority conforming Revised Schedule 
M for Allopathic Drugs and Medicines and General products and Revised 
schedule T for Ayurvedic drugs as per Drugs and Cosmetics act 1940 . 
Importers must have valid GMP from WHO as on Bid calling date The 
WHO / GMP certificate must not be older than one year from the due date of 
Bid submission in the case where validity is not mentioned in the certificate 
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14.2 WHO / GMP ( WHO - Good manufacturing practices Certificate ) Certificate issued 

by the Licensing Authority . The WHO / GMP certificate of all the manufacturing 
plants , of which products have been quoted , should be submitted . The Importer 
should produce WHOI GMP / COPP of the manufacturing firm or a certificate 
which is at par with WHO / GMP issued by exporting countries like US - FDA 
approval , etc. In the case of imported drugs , labels and product literature of all 

quoted products must be submitted . 
14.3 The Firm will continue to hold WHO / GMP certificate for the product during 

entire rate contract period of the product . If WHO / GMP certificate expires , it is 
firm's responsibility to inform Director of Animal Husbandry AP . , Vijayawada 
about the same and not to accept any further purchase order till re - issue / 
renewal of WHO / GMP certificate . During the period of non - validity of 
WHO / GMP certificate of the firm the rate contract will deemed to be suspended . 
If the firm fails to inform Director of Animal Husbandry AP . , Vijayawada about 
the expiry of WHO / GMP certificate and accept purchase order of Director of 
Animal Husbandry AP . , Vijayawada and later on it comes to the knowledge of 
Director of Animal Husbandry AP . , Vijayawada in this situation firm shall be 

liable for a panel action . 
14.4 Self - declaration of production capacity : In case of bulk quantity of L2 bidder 

matches the price the ordered quantity will be in the ratio of 70:30 , if it also

15.0 FFS / BFS Technology Certification . 

BFS / FFS Certificate issued by the Competent Authority for the items where 
BFS / FFS pack is specified . Intravenous fluids should be manufactured under 
Form - Fill - Seal FFS / Blow - Fill - Seal BFS technology in good quality 
polythene containers unless otherwise specified . Form Fill and Seal technology 
certification issued by the competent authority exercising powers under Drugs 
and Cosmetics Act 1940 and Drugs and Cosmetic Rules 1945 should be 

uploaded otherwise it will not be considered . 
16.0 Declaration in terms of G.O.Ms.No.352 


Government of Andhra Pradesh through G.O.Ms.No.352 AHDD and F 
Department dated 22-11-2000 have prohibited the family members of the 
employees of Andhra Pradesh Animal Husbandry Department from entering 
into business relating to Veterinary Drugs and Medicines . To this effect 
Tenderer should submit a declaration as per proforma given on Rs.100.00 
Non - judicial stamp paper duly attested by authorized Notary . Failure to 

enclose the declaration the Tender will be rejected . 
17.0 QUANTITIES , PRICES AND OTHER CONDITIONS . 
17.1 The Quantity mentioned is only the probable requirement and may increase 

or decrease as per the decision of the Director of Animal Husbandry AP . , 
Vijayawada . The rates should not vary with quantum of the order or the 

destination . 
17.2 Tenders have been called for on the generic names of drugs only . The 

bidders should quote the rates for the generic products and should supply 
generic drugs only . Imported drugs will be accepted with their original labels 
with which they were imported into India . 
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17.3 

If the Drug Control Authorities not mentioned any particular packing while 
issue of license , all packing specifications / volumes will be considered . But , if 
the Drug Control Authorities issued license with particular packing 
specifications / volumes , then it will be treated as the license is issued for 

those particular specifications / volumes only 
17.4 The Tenderer shall offer their rates only for the specified composition , 

strength ; packing specifications and unit of pack and are clearly indicated in 
this Tender call . Products offered which do not confirm the composition , 
strength , packing specifications and unit of pack shall not be considered . 
Therefore the Tenderer are requested to go through all such specifications 

thoroughly and offer their rates . 
17.5 The rates quoted shall be in Indian Rupees and Paisa only and must be 

expressed both in figures and words as well . The rates quoted should be

delivery as noted in the schedule noted above , the purchase orders will be 
cancelled The Director of Animal Husbandry is at liberty to make alternative 
purchase of the items of medicines for which the purchase orders have been 
placed from any other sources or from the open market or from any other 
approved Tenderer who might have quoted higher rates at the risk , at the cost 
of the supplier and in such cases the Director of Animal Husbandry has every 
right to recover the cost and impose penalties as mentioned in other parts of 
this document . Apart from risk purchase action , the Tenderer shall also suffer

17.10 If the Tenderer quotes the rates at his will overlooking the conditions in the

19.2 Ordinarily the Tendered products will be selected based on the lowest rates 

quoted by the firms in the Financial Bids . However the Tender committee 
reserves the right to select the products even with higher rates depending 
upon the Popularity / Market reputation / Efficacy of the Drugs / Medicines 
basing on the field reports / Feedback given by field Veterinarians and 
Previous supply performance of the supplier ignoring the lowest rates . 
Preference will be given to the product of Government institutions / 
undertakings . 


19.3 The Director of Animal Husbandry A.P. Vijayawada does not bind himself to 

accept the lowest Tender and reserves the right to reject any one or all 
Tenders or accept any one or more Tenders for the same product / products / 
Firms without assigning any reasons thereof and no further correspondence 

will be entertained on this subject . 
19.4 It is mandatory to inspect the factories of those companies which have 

quoted for the Tender at the time of technical evaluation by the 
committee appointed by the Director of Animal Husbandry . Based on 
the committee report technical Evaluation Committee has the right to 

reject the tender upon facts brought out during such inspections . 
19.5 Keeping the volume of a product required for field use the Director of Animal 

Husbandry will approve more than one firm for a particular product . 
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20.0 Deposition of Samples and Analytical Reports 
20.1 The Tenderer shall deposit three free samples of the products quoted for 

which sample submission is indicated , along with hard copies . A receipt of 
samples submitted at the office of the Director of Animal Husbandry need to 
be enclosed . The samples shall be in the form and pack available in the 
market as on the day . Loose samples , samples with type and / or hand written 
labels will not be accepted and these samples shall be utilized for cross 
verification in the market and for analysis . Non - deposition of samples / non 
furnishing of declaration along with Hard Copies will entail rejection of the 

Tender . 
20.2 The Tenderer shall submit samples along with product catalogue / information 

brochure and recent analytical report of that particular batch . Declaration of 
sample submission is compulsory . The samples should be submitted to the 
Joint Director ( Technical ) Olo . Department of Animal Husbandry Labbipet 

A.P. Vijayawada - 520 010 on or before at 5.00 P.M. 
20.3 A recent complete sample analysis report together with the acknowledgement 

of the department issued in token of receipt of the sample should be uploaded 

in the e - Tender portal . 
20.4 BIS / ISI Certificate for Mineral Mixture and Feed Supplements should be 

enclosed . 
20.5 Certificate of Analysis ( COA ) issued by Government approved laboratory / 

NABL accredited labs / Drug Testing Laboratory Department of Ayush for 
quoted products such as powders and external applicants in case of Ayurvedic 
medicines . 
• For Powders the analysis report should cover Ash Water Alcohol extractive 
values Moisture content / loss on drying foreign matter Heavy metals Aflatoxins 
and Microbial Count . 
• For external applicants in addition to the normal parameters the report should 

cover Aflatoxins Microbial counts and Heavy metals essentially . 
• Copy of Photograph / Finger print Photo copy evidence Thin Layer 

Chromatograph TLC / HPLC / HPTLC for quoted products in case of 

Ayurvedic medicines , 
20.6 If any Tenderer has not deposited samples as specified ; such Tender is liable 

for rejection . The samples approved or un - approved under previous Tenders 
shall not be considered as samples for the present Rate Contract . Exemption 
from deposition of the samples will be entertained only for certain specified and 
sensitive products as the Director of Animal Husbandry may think fit and proper 

but not for all products under any circumstances . 
20.7 The samples of non - approved firms will be returned to the respective firms at 

their own expenses . The same will have to be taken back within 15 days from 
the date of communication failing which their claim for return of samples will be 

forfeited . 
20.8 The container capping and labeling etc of the samples submitted must be in 

Conformity with the guidelines / provisions laid down in the relevant clauses 
Iconditions of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act 1940 and Drugs and Cosmetic 
Rules 1945 failing which such samples along with the Tender itself is liable for 
rejection 
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21.0 Placing of Indents 
21.1 The Firm / Manufacturer shall comply with all the indents placed by the 

Departmental Officers within a period of 60 Days under ordinary circumstances 
from the date of E - mailing of the purchase order . Under no circumstances , the 
period shall not exceed 60 Days . A penalty of 0.5 % per day for 7 days i.e. , 61 
to 67 days is allowed . Afterwards , a penalty of 1 % per day shall be levied . 
Besides this any excess cost incurred due to purchase of such products from 
other firm or from open market will be recovered from the defaulting firm . In the 
event of inconvenience due to non - compliance to the indents by the firm , the 
Director of Animal Husbandry reserves the right to delete such firm from the 
Rate Contract for the rest of the Rate Contract period .

product with ( 3days ) short notice will be given opportunity to comply the indent . 
The indents placed under emergencies ( during disasters ) , firm concerned 

should be complied within 3 days from the date of e mailing . 
21.2 Indents for the products approved will be placed on the Manufacturer directly . 

Wherever SSI units or MSME units are approved under a category of drug , 
equal weightage will be given to the firms under SSI category and also to those 
other than SSI category units as per guidelines of the Govt . The indented 
products should be supplied to destination of indenting officers ie . , Joint 
Directors ( AH ) lor any other officer as the case may be at the cost of supplier 
including handling charges . Additionally , Suppliers should bear transportation 
expenses @ 2 % of product value and remit to Joint Directors ( AH ) account 
immediately along with supplies to enable them to distribute Drugs and 
Medicines to field institutions . This is the responsibility of Manufacturer / Firm 

concerned . 
21.3 However the Director of Animal Husbandry . A.P. Vijayawada reserves the 

right to accept stocks from the firms directly or through any of the authorized 
stockiest under emergencies or under special circumstances as he may think 

fit . 
21.4 No Insurance charges will be paid by the Department / Indenter . 
21.5 Conditions such as " Subject to Availability " , " Supplies will be made as and 

when stocks are received " etc. will not be considered under any 
circumstances and the Tenders of those who have given such conditions shall 
be treated as incomplete and the request for extension of time will only be 
considered based on the merits otherwise . Any failure in supplying the 
indented product will be taken as a willful refusal to supply and the firm will be 

black listed for a period of three years . 
22.0 Quality Testing 
22.1 The drugs shall have the active ingredients at the maximum permissible level 

throughout the shelf life period of the drug . The samples will be drawn 
periodically throughout the shelf life period . 
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22.2 The supplies of the Drugs and Medicines will be deemed to be complete only 

upon receipt of the batch - wise quality certificate from the Laboratories . 
Products that do not meet quality requirements shall render the relevant 
batches liable to be rejected . If the products do not confirm to statutory 
standards , the Tenderer will be liable for action under the existing laws and 
the entire stock should be taken back by the Tenderer within a period of 7 
days of the receipt of the letter from the Indenting officer or Director of Animal 
Husbandry A.P. Vijayawada . The stock shall be taken back at the expenses 
of the Tenderer . The Director of Animal Husbandry A.P. Vijayawada reserves 
the right to destroy such sub - standard products if the Tenderer does not take 
back the products within the stipulated time . The Director Drug Control 
Administration will be informed for initiating necessary action on the Tenderer 
and that product shall be blacklisted and no further supplies accepted from 
him . The Tenderer shall not be eligible to participate in the Animal Husbandry 
Department A.P. Vijayawada Tenders for supply of such drugs for a period of 

five subsequent years . 
22.3 The Tenderer shall furnish the source of procurement of raw materials utilized 

in the formulations if required by the Director of Animal Husbandry . The 
Director of Animal Husbandry reserves the right to cancel the purchase orders 

if the source of supply is not furnished whenever requisitioned . 
22.4 Purchaser has the right to draw samples randomly from each batch or batches 

of the consignment received either at the time of receiving the goods or at any 
time during the shelf life of the product for test and analysis at any laboratory 
approved by Drugs Control Department in addition to the routine sampling 

that may be carried out by the Drugs Control and Regulatory authorities . 
22.5 Samples of the drugs collected by the Animal Husbandry Department and 

sent for Quality testing to the Government recognized Quality Testing Labs , 
the handling and testing charges shall be borne by the Tenderer . This 
instruction should be complied during the period the Tender has been in force . 
Samples so tested if found to be of " Not of Standard Quality " , the Director 
Drug Control Administration shall be informed accordingly to initiate action as 
per existing laws apart from keeping that product of the firm under Blacklist for 
a period of five years . 


22.6.0 Guidelines for Quality Control of Drugs & Medicines and Mineral Mixture 
Supplied to Field institutions

22.6.1.Collection of Sample 
• Soon after receipt of Drugs & Medicines stocks at each quarter of financial year 
from suppliers at divisional stores , ( 2 ) two samples of all Drugs & Medicines covering 
each batch supplied by the firm shall be collected . ( 1 ) One sample shall be sent to 
Government recognized laboratory and remaining ( 1 ) one sample shall be retained 
at stores where it is collected for second opinion which shall be sent to Drug Control 
Administration of their respective districts if any Sample sent for analysis to 
Government recognized laboratories found to be of " Not of Standard Quality " ( NSQ ) . 
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22.6 . 2. “ Unified Digital Platform " 

Duplication of batch for sample collection to be avoided . In this regard , 
" Unified Digital Platform will be developed , where selection of product , batch , 
and company will be randomized . Suppliers shall be given USER ID's and 
they upload batch wise all the products supplied to institutions . Drugs & 
Medicines divisional stores in charge who have received stock from supplier 
shall select the products to be sent to laboratories . Once one stores in charge 
select one batch of product uploaded in digital platform , others cannot select 
same batch product as system will automatically blocks the already selected 
batch products by others . Likewise , all divisional stores in charges of all 
districts shall select the products and send those products samples to 
laboratories . 
Manual procedure shall be followed until development of “ Unified Digital 
Platform for quality analysis of Drugs & Medicines and Mineral Mixture . In this 
regard , certain instructions for selection of batch for sample collection shall be 
issued to avoid duplication of batch while supply of Drugs & Medicines and 

Mineral Mixture to field institutions . 
22.6.3.Despatch of samples to Government Recognized Laboratories 

Samples for testing to analyze the standards for identity , purity and strength 
as per pharmacopoeia standards shall be sent by registered post in a sealed 
packet , enclosed , together with a request letter with details of Drugs & 
Medicines are to be analyzed , in an outer cover addressed to Government 
recognized laboratories . 
The packet as well as the outer cover shall be marked with a distinguishing 
number . 
Ensure that samples sent for quality analysis to laboratories are without 
labelling . One distinguishing number shall be assigned to each firm and sub 
numbers shall be assigned to their products to hide the supplier's information . 
For example , if ' X ' company is coded as ' A ' , for their products assign numbers 
as A ( 1 ) , A ( 2 ) , A ( 3 ) , A ( 4 ) etc. Likewise assign numbers and fasten the 
coded numbers on samples without labels of company with description of 
composition of samples in a letter form and send to laboratories . 
Testing charges shall be borne by the supplier concerned . Laboratories shall 
be requested to raise testing fee invoice in favour of Joint Director ( AH ) 
concerned which shall be paid by supplier concerned . 
Handling and postal charges of Drugs & Medicines for quality analysis shall 
be borne and paid by Supplier concerned to the designated Bank account of 

Joint Director ( AH ) concerned . 
22.6.4.Analysis Reports and Follow up Action : 

Quality analysis reports obtained from laboratories shall be updated in 
" Unified Digital Platform and consider it as one of the check lists for 
administrative sanction proposals . 
If any Sample sent for analysis to Government recognized laboratories found 
to be of " Not of Standard Quality " ( NSQ ) , same batch sample with respect to 
the drug which is retained at stores shall be sent to Drug Control 
Administration of their respective districts for second opinion . Accordingly , 
action shall be initiated in the following manner . 


. 
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In case the drug is declared as NSQ in the second opinion , then the item of 
the firm will be blacklisted . The amount of the NSQ batch shall be deducted 
from the amount payable to the firm or from the performance security deposit 
of the firm . No purchase orders will be placed for the black listed item of the 
firm . 
In case a firm is supplying more than one product and one of the products is 
declared as NSQ , in such case , in addition to the measure suggested above , 
25 % of total bill amount submitted by the firm will be withheld for a period of 
four months and will be paid after monitoring satisfactory supply of all other 
products . 
If two items of any firm are black listed then the entire firm will be black listed 
and it will not be allowed to participate in tender for 3 consecutive years from 
the date of blacklisting . 
If more than three products or more than 1 / 3rd of the approved products of 
the same firm are declared as Not of Standard Quality during the Rate 

Contract period , the firm shall be blacklisted for not less than five years . 
22.6.5.Quality Analysis of Mineral Mixture Supplied to Field Institutions 

Sample collection of Mineral Mixture and dispatch to the respective notified 
animal feed analytical laboratories ( RADDLs Visakhapatnam , Kakinada , 
Ongole and Chittoor & C.V.Sc Gannavaram and Tirupati ) for analysis shall be 
performed as per the procedures laid under AP Animal Feed Act 2020 and 

Rules 2021 . 
22.6.6 . Apart from above Quality Analysis Guidelines , Suppliers shall follow 

instructions issued by Director of Animal Husbandry from time to time . 
22.7 The supplier shall furnish to Director of Animal Husbandry AP . , Vijayawada 

the evidence of Bio - availability and / or Bio - equivalence reports of the drugs 

upon demand for certain critical drugs . 
22.8 The supplier shall furnish the evidence of the basis for expiration dating and 

other stability data of the drugs on request by the Department . 


23.0 


LOGOGRAMS : 


23.1 Bids for the supply of drugs and medicines shall be considered only of the 

bidder gives an understanding in his Bid that the supply will be prepared and 
packed with the Logogram either printed or embossed ( or ) affixed on tablets , 
vials , ampoules and bottles etc. , as per the design enclosed in Annexure - 

XVII as per the unit quoted in the Tender document . 
23.2 . Injections in ampoule form should be supplied double constructed neck 

ampoule with the label bearing the words Andhra Pradesh Government supply 

not for sale over printed Logogram and letter containing logogram . 
23.3 . The Vials should be supplied with aluminum seal containing the Logogram in 

addition to the Label bearing the logogram Andhra Pradesh Government 

supply not for the sale . 
23.4 . Liquid Preparation either be in HDPE bottle / glass bottle depending on the 

nature of the product along with pilfer - proof caps bearing Logogram .

23.5 . Bids of manufacturers who are not willing to agree to the condition will be 

summarily rejected . Failure of supply drugs and medicines with the logogram 
will be treated as breach of the terms of agreement and render the bidder 
liable for forfeit of the EMD and security Deposit . In addition to recovery of 
any attributable loss incurred by the Director of Animal Husbandry , AP , 
Vijayawada . 


24. PACKAGING CONDITIONS 


Drugs and medicines shall be supplied in the packaging specified for the drug 
and carry the logograms specified as per the Annexure XVI . The Drug and 
medicines shall be supplied with their coding . 
Apart from the above , the packing in each carton shall be strictly as per 
specifications mentioned in Annexure - XVII . Failure to comply with this shall 
lead to non - acceptance of the goods besides imposition of penalties . 


( a ) The cap of bottles of preparations should not carry the name of the 

supplier . 


( b ) The labels in the case of Injectables should clearly indicate whether 

the preparations are meant for IV , IM , ID & SC etc. ,

Note : - If the supply is received in damaged condition in respect of primary packing , 

it shall not be accepted . In case of any acceptable deficiencies or damages in 
the secondary or tertiary packing , marking and documentation , the supply will 
be accepted only after levying penalties on the total value of supply to that 
destination .

25.0 SUPPLY OF STOCK 
25.1 Fresh Stocks shall invariably be supplied against all indents . The expiry date 

for applicable products shall not be less than 12 months at the time of supply . 
For such of those products whose shelf life is only one year they should have 
at least 80 percent of the balance shelf life at the time of supply . In case of 
premature deterioration , free replacement shall be made and any loss should 
be made good .
